Sub '.-^Schetne for the licensing of tnilDmade! handlnom cotton blouses, shirts and bedlinen for 
export to SWEDEN during the period /ipril 73— March, 74. 

No. I4ETC(PN)[73 —Reference Exports (Control Seventh Amendment Order, 1973, 
published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated the 3i8t March, 1973* 

2. It has been decided to bring under export trade control miU-made/handloom cotton 
blouses, shirts and bedlinen for export to Sweden. Details of the Scheme relating to the export 
of mill-made/handloom cotton blouses, shirts and bedlinen from India to SWEDEN during the 
period ist April, 1973 to 3tat March 1974 are given below :— 


Swedish Tariff Classification No. Description 


61 ■02-505 ...... Blouses, not knitted or crocheted, whoUy or 

mainly of cotton, women’s and girls’ wear, 

61'03-io 5 ...... Shirts, not knitted or crocheted, wholly 

or mainly of cotton, men’s and boy’s 
wear. 

62 ■02'105 ...... Bedlinen, wholly or mainly of cotton. 
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3. Exports will be allowed from any port in India. 

4. Quotas shall be allotted against Individual shipments by the Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council, Bombay or its authorised representative at upcountry ports of Delhi, Ahmedabad, 
Calcutta, Madras, Tuticorin and Cochin by way of Endorsements on Shipping Bills on first-co'me- 
flrst-served basis. As soon as the ceiling for any of the items mentioned above is reached, the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. Bombay shall stop forthwith allotment of quotas, 
I-icensing endorsements against such allotments shall be made by the concerned export control 
authorities at the port of shipment. 

5. Such imports into SWEDEN will be admitted by the competent Swedish authorities 
only on presentation of the Export Certifleate issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council, Bombay, on the basis of w'hich the Swedish authorities would admit imports of the items 
mentioned above, 

6. The procedure for obtaining the export certificate shall be as follows ;— 

Exporters shall be required to submit to the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Coundl'i 
representative at Bombay and upcountry ports, along with the shipping documents, 
an application for issue of Export Certificate in the prescribed proforma; on the basis 
of which an Export Certificate will be issued to them. This Export Certificate will 
be required to be sent to their Swedish buyers in order to obtain clearance from the 
Swedish authorities. 

In all cases, the exporters shall prepare an extra copy of the shipping bill, which will be re¬ 
tained by the authorised rrorcsentatlvc of the cotton textile export promotion council, 
at the time of allocation of quota. 

7. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in writing of the 
qUOta issuing authority viz. The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. 

S. A non-refundabie charge of Rs. 2- 50 per 1000 kgs'iooo pcs. will be Icyied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas, subject to a minimum of Rs. 2- 50. 

9. AU shippers shall have to submit monthly reports to The Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council, Bombay, giving details ot the shipments against individual licences iD.siicd to 
them. These statements should reach the Council by the loth of the following month. 

10. The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council shall fa) supervise the entire scheme, 
(b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time, (c) interpret and give decisions on 
various matters arising out of the opreration of the Scheme and (d) make such changes in the 
scheme as they deem fit trom time to time. The Council shall be empowered to frame rules and 
regulations from time to time, inter-alla, providing for the conditions to be complied with by an 
applicant before he woaid be enutled to quotas. It shall also hivj the right to withhold or cancel 
quotas and reject applications tor quotas without assigning any reasons.
